BERLIN, Oct. 26.— (/P)— The Ger-

The prime minister, giving his 


weekly war report to the House 
of Commons, replied directly to the 
Danzig declaration of German For- 
eign Minister Joachim von Rlbben- 
trop that Germany would make a 
finish fight. 
"There can be but one reply," 


said Chamberlain, "and we are 
pi^pared to give it." 
His accusation that Germany 
sought to bring Russia into the 
war against Britain brought laugh- 
ter from Soviet Ambassador Ivan 
Malsky who was listening from 
the diplomatic gallery. 
Chamberlain gave official con- 
firmation that the German pocket 
battleship Deutchsland sank the 
British freighter Stonegate, Indi- 
cating that the swift warship was 
operating on the high seas far 
outside the British blockade. 
The Stonegate's crew was res- 


cued by the United States freight- 
er City of Flint last week In the

German submarines, warplanes 
and surface raiders almost dally 
are challenging British supremacy 
of the seas with British sunken 
shipping calculated In the hundreds 
of thousands of tons. 
But the German admiralty and 
propaganda ministry, for trie time 
being, are giving no precise figures 
on the accomplishments of Nazi sea 
raiders. 
A propaganda, ministry spokes- 
man said "the whole story cannot 
be told now and for actual German 
accomplishments at sea, the world, 
for the time being, must be content 
with the understated admissions of 
the British admiralty." 
Raiding at sea Is the German an- 
swer to British efforts to blockade 
Germany, It was said in official 
quarters.

A Mexican girl attendant slept 


In a bed pushed against the door, 
which opened outward, White said 
attendants told him. Most of the 
attendants and patients went to a 
dance Tuesday night. 


"I am convinced now the attend- 
ant was not in her bed, or that 
the bed 
previously 
had 
been 
pushed away from the door, and 
that all Winnie Ruth had to do 
was walk out," White said. 


The slim, blonde slayer of her 


two best friends, who dismem- 
bered their bodies and 
stuffed 
them into trunks which 
were 
shipped to Los Angeles, refused 
to attend the dance and was left 
unattended In the ward. 


White expressed the belief Mrs. 
Judd was still in Phoenix. Sher- 
iffs deputies kept their vigil at 
the home of her parents, the Rev.

NAZIS CLAIM VESSEL TAKEN 


TO SOVIET PORT DUE 


TO SEA DAMAGE 


BERLIN, Oct. 26.— 


Authoritative 
Germans de- 


clared today that Soviet 
Russia had agreed to al- 
low the U n i t e d States 
steamer 
City of Flint to 


leave the port of Murmansk 
in charge of her German 
prize crew as soon as they con- 
sidered the 
vessel 
seaworthy. 
A spokesman indicated the ves- 
sel would be brought to Germany 
as a prize. 


"The German prize crew will 
get aboard again," he said, "and 
you may rest assured the ship 
will' not be headed for the United 
States. 
The United States embassy said 
the German foreign office 
had 
"Informally communicated" to the 
embassy that the City of Flint 
entered Murmansk because 
she 


had suffered "havarlo" (sea dam- 
ago) and that her American crew 
was safe and unhurt. 
Authorized German sources said 


the case of the American ship 
had betn clarified between Ger- 
many and Soviet Russia. 
A Hamburg prize court, inform-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 
26.—(/P)— 
The senate inserted in the neutrali- 
ty bill today a provision designed 
to prevent ships of foreign.nations 
from sailing under the American 
flag after It was told that British 
vessels used the device during the 
World war to escape German sub- 
marine attacks. 
This argument was advanced by 


Senator Tobey (R-NH) who dis- 
closed that he had taken the mat- 
ter up with Secretary Hull. The 
Secretary, he said, advised him that 
there had been no indications that 
the British were making 
similar 


use of the flag in the present Eu- 
ropean war. 
Tobey, who originally proposed 
the provision although the senate 
acted upon a less severe substitute 
put forward by Majority Leader 
Barkley, argued that the use of 
the flag by foreign vessels would 
endanger American lives and prop- 
erty. 
The flag Issue came up as the 


senate sped along toward a final 
vote on the neutrality act tomor- 
row. 
Under the Barkley bill any for- 


eign vessel which flew the Ameri- 
can flag would be prohibited from 
entering territorial wa'.ers or ports 
for a period of three months. 
Penalty for Violation. 


Any vessel which violated the 


regulation could be seized and Its 
master fined up to $20,000 and 1m-, 
prisoned for not more than tv^o 
years. 
The restriction on the use of the 


flag provoked sharp debate after 
Tobey told the senate the British 
used the American flag oh their 
merchant ships during the world 
war to "mislead German subma- 
rines" and escape capture.

NAZI ASSAULT ON MERCHANTMEN 
CARRYING ALLIES' SUPPLIES IS 
GREATEST DANGER SEEN TO DATE

Tho greatest danger 
to 
the 
Anglo-French allies thus far de- 
veloped lies In the nazi assault 
on merchant ships carrying war 
supplies and foods. 
Tho extent of this menace has 
been emphasized by the Increase 
In the number of sinkings of al- 
lied tonnage (chiefly British) In 
the past few days. 
Only this morning a German 


official spokesman intimated that 
the full cost to British shipping 
hasn't yet been told, 
To get the entire picture one 


mustn't overlook 
the 
renewed 
threat from Berlin of wholesale 
bombing of England. This pre- 
sumably would be calculated to 
Include massed attacks on ship- 
ping tied up In ports. 
All this, of course, Is the nazl 
answer to the 
allied 
blockade 
which also is aimed at squeezing 
Germany into submission. 
The terrible capabilities of the 
submarine were fully demonstrat- 
ed In the last upheaval. During 
that conflict German U-boats sank 
a total of 6,408 allied and neu- 
tral ships (11,189,000 gross tons), 
and In the process lost 203 un- 
,der-wator boats, which are com- 
paratively easy to replace.

have happened to. the allies had

vessels and troop-ships. 
With land fighting at a stale- 
mate, each side has been concen- 
trating on trying to cut the oth- 
er fellow off from necessary sup- 
plies.

message of religion. 


Shallow, selfish, scared folk im- 


pair the morale of the whole body. 
The man who thinks of the war 
only as an opportunity to make 
money may be classed among tho 
pernicious microbes, rather than 
among the patriots. Whoever has 
not learned to subordinate a de- 
sire to a principle Is unfit for the 
present strife. And the person who 
cannot think beyond himself and 
his own interests—panicky house- 
wives take notice—in whose soul 
stirs no passion for country and 
for human welfare and for eter- 
nal right, belongs to a lower order 
of fauna than the heroic men and 
women who made new nations in 
this western world. 
During the 


first world war, in the days of Bel- 
gium's fiery ordeal, I heard a Bel- 
gian professor impasslonedly say 
to an American audience: "Don't 
pity us; pity yourselves, for you 
are only getting rich out of war." 


The Challenge of the Crisis 


This new crisis has come to 


search the souls of human beings 
everywhere. It is the violent phase 
of the steady revolution that has 
been working like leaven in the 
lump of civilization ever since the 
previous great war. At stake are 
far greater interests than terrltor- 
objectives. Our whole way of life 
is concerned. The challenge is to 
man's spirit everywhere to stand 
for the things that make a man 
a man. 


Like a great sheet of lighting, 


Europe's bloody ordeal shows up 
the trivality of the present inter- 
ests of many people. This is dra- 
matically Illustrated by the radio. 
In 
contrast 
with 
the 
destiny- 


fraught news broadcasts we hear 
the trashy announcements about 
soap and tooth paste and beauty 
lotions, interspersed with jazz that 
jars by its incongruity. The essen- 
tial triviality if many 
of 
the 


things that have absorbed us hith- 
erto is now revealed. How pitiable 
are the souls that still put 
first 


their dancing, drinking, 
movie- 


minded, automobiling, fashion-fol- 
lowing interests! This is an hour 
for new sober-mindedness. 


Taking Stock of Ourselves 


War news should set us all to 


thinking "long, 
long 
thoughts," 


and to appraising our own souls. 
George Herbert's familiar

are timely: 


"By all means use some time to be 


alone, 


Salute thyself; see what thy soul 


doth wear.

many now was determined 
to conduct the war against 
Britain and her allies to the 
bitter finish and until the 
security of the German rclch in 
Germany was assured for all time. 
Joachim von Rlbbentrop charac- 


terized the war with the Western 
powers as "completely senseless" 
but held that Britain, and especial- 
ly the Chamberlain government 
had Insisted upon having this war. 


He denied the charge that Ger- 


many had broken her word; he 
asserted, with constant references 
to recent history, that every at- 
tempt by the feuhrer to come to 
an understanding 
with 
Britain, 
France and Poland had been frus- 
trated by the London government. 
The Immediate audience for his 


45-mlnute broadcast address was 
formed of veteran fighters of the 
nazl party in this one-time free 
city, now incorporated In the relch. 


He declared that "in the truest 


sense of the word the war has been 
forced upon Germany." 
Secret Meeting. 


Von Ribbontrop disclosed for the 


first time that only a few months 
after Hitler's assumption of power 
in 1933 a secret meeting had been 
arranged between the feuhrer and 
French Premier Daladier to at- 
tempt to settle the French-German 
difference. (Daladier was premier 
from January to October, 1933.) 
The foreign minister 
asserted 


that at Britain's Instigation the 
meeting was called off at the last 
minute by the French, and Dala- 
dier was ousted from the premier- 
ship because, as von Rlbbentrop 
insisted, the British feared "the 
French front fighter and man of 
the people, Daladier, might find a 
real basis for agreement with Front 
Fighter and 
Hitler."

The nazl foreign minister said 
Hitler's policy from 1933 on was 
one of coming to terms with Brlb- 
am on the following basis:

Democracy and one of its 
own members promptly accused It 
of taking a "most damnable" and 
"moat unamerlcnn" action. 
The accusations were made by 
Rep. Dempsey (D-NM), who was 
v absent when the list of 563 names 
" was given out Boon after the com- 
mittee's morning's session opened. 
The list made no distinction be- 
tween thoso government employes 
named on It who might be members 
at the Washington branch of the 
Mague and those who might mere- 
ly be on the league's mailing list 
here. 


Previously the committee had 
charged the league with being 
dominated by communists. League 
officials have consistently denied 
this charge. 
The committee, meeting behind 
closed doors, decided yesterday to 


. give out the list. It was entered of- 
ficially in the record today under 
the title "Membership and Mailing 
List" and simultaneously given to 
reporters. 
When Dempsey, arriving a few 
minutes late, heard about this he 
said he had protested earlier about 
releasing the names and that Chair- 
man Dies (D-Texas) had promised 
to delay distribution until 10:30 
a. m. (EST) 
"I'm afraid," Dempsey said heart- 
•dly, "that in doing this, we not 
only release the names of some 


i Jnembers (of tho league) but those 
jjVho contributed to Spanish refu- 
'gees and are not members of the 
league at all. 
Most Unamerlcon 
, "I want to protest this as most 
imamerlcan. I don't want to harm 
wanybody who Is Innocent. I think 
l^.lt Is more reprehensible for this 
bommlttee to do this. As a mem- 
ber of this committee I want to 
say that at no time am I going to 
smear anybody. It is a most damn- 
able thing." 


Among those whose names ap- 
peared on the "membership and 
mailing list" without any distinc- 
tion as to whether they fell Into 
the category of "members" or mere- 
ly that of recipients of the league's 
mall were Oscar L. Chapman, as- 
sistant secretary of the Interior de- 
partment with a salary given as 
$9,000 a year; Edwin S. Smith,

" When Dempsey had assailed pub- 
lication of the list, Rep.

Dies recalled that the committee 
had unanimously adopted a report

dominated by communist^.

A wide salary range was covered 
from $10,000 down to a Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing employe 
listed for 84 cents an hour. 
The Washington branch of tho 
League issued n statement saying 
the obvious purpose of the plan 
to publicize tho names "is to in- 
timidate government employes by 
giving misleading 
publlctly to 
their membership in a progressive 
organization whosu alms and pur- 
poses have been misrepresented 
by the Dies committee." 


The League contended that the 
committee had refused to permit 
witnesses to give details of league 
activities.

THOMSO. Norway. Oct. 24.—(/P)

today that the German cruiser Em- 
den had captured the American 
steamer City of Flint as a contra- 
band carrier after the steamer had 
rescued 38 British seamen. 
The City of Flint, in the hands of 


R German prize crew of 17, put Into 
Norwegian waters off Tromso last 
Friday night to land 38 seamen 
from 'a torpedoed British freighter, 
the 5,044 ton Stonegate and to take 
on fresh water. 
Authoritative sources said the 


swift German "pocket-battleship" 
Beutschland was 
the 
warship 


•which sank the Stonegate. 


The 42 crewmen of the City of 
Flint were still aboard the vessel 
when she disappeared Saturday 
evening, bound for Kola, Russian 
Arctic port near Marmansk, where 
she arrived Sunday night. The Ger- 
man prize crew was interned by 
Russian authorities. 
Authorities here expressed belief 
the American crew would b« sent 
home from the Russian port. 
They said that before she was 


slopped by the Emden the City of 
Flint had picked up from lifeboats 
38 survivors from the Stonegate 
who said their ship had been torpe- 
doed and sunk a week before the 
American ship's arrival here. 
She was flying the German flag 


"when she reached Tromso. 
The picking up of the Stonegate s 


survivors was the City of Flint s 
second act of mercy since the Eu- 
ropean war started. She carried 
220 survivors of the sunken British 
liner Athenla to Halifax. 
Twenty-four 
hours 
after 
the 
Stonegate's seamen 
were 
taken 
aboard by the American vessel the 
cruiser Emden seized her, said Nor- 
wegian authorities. 
The Emden's commander declar- 
ed the City of Flint's cargo of trac- 
tors, leather and other shipments 
consigned to Glasgow and Liver- 
pool was contraband and placed a 
prize "crew on the ship. 
When the vessel reached Tromso 


the commander of the prize crew 
asked 
Norwegian 
permission 
to 
land the 38 Stonegate survivors. 
This permission was granted and 
the British sailors later were sent 
to England. 
Norwegian 
authorities 
ordered 
the City of Flint's captors to take 
her out of territorial waters within 
24 hours and a torpedo boat escort- 
ed her beyond the three-mile limit 
Saturday morning. 
She stood by, however, until the 
late evening when she disappeared 
In the north. 
The survivors from ' the Stone- 
gate said they had had only a few 
minutes to leave their own ship be- 
fore she was torpedoed. They were 
exhausted from their long battle 
with the north Atlantic when their 
lifeboats were picked up by the City 
of Flint.
